Although the political back- 
ground of all the defendants was 
never revealed, a Tass Russian 
news agency dispatch reported 
earlier in the trial that several 
former members of the Albanian 
Parliament were among the 24 
accused 

Three of those sentenced to 
fceath were ordered hanged and 
the 13 others shot. No date was set 
for carrying out the executions. 

The official court announce- 
ment. made aavilable simultane. 
ously in Tirana and Belgrade, fol- 
lowed by five days the execution 
of Nicola Petkov, Bulgarian oppo- 
sition leader, for treason. Both 
Albania and Bulgaria are Com- 
munist satellites of Soviet Russia. 

During the trial, which began 
in Tirana Sept. 5, the Albanian 
Government alleged that the de- 
fendants planned to overthrow 
it with the aid and connivance of 
the United States and Britain; con- 
ftorted with Anglo-American 
agents and supplied them with po- 
litical, economic and military in- 
formation: committed acts of sabo- 
tage “in preparation of suitable 
conditions for the landing of for- 
eign armed forces on Albanian 
territory.” 

The United States denied the 
charges 

The State Department in Wash- 
ington last Monday branded the 
charges against the defendants as 
“trumped up.” It called the trial 
“an attempt of the Albanian 
regime to perpetuate itself by 
means of oppression and terroriza- 
tion of Albanian liberal, patriotic, 
opposition elements.”

Siugging it out with “Big Steel,” 
of Pittsburgh, and, it might be 
Said, is “giving no quarter.” 

For in the tough field of com- 
petition this company knows but 
one way to fight, and that is to 
ettack. 

Shortly after the company was 
Organized, back in 1927, a Negro 
workman set the spark that has 
been the driving force behind the 
Organization 

He was on a construction job 
and the engineer in charge had 
hit a snag. He needed a piece of 
Steel equipment of unusual design 
“nad was wondering out loud 
where he could get it. 

“I knows where,” the Negro 
Said. “My white folks can make 
anything out of iron or steel.” 


“Throughout all these years,” 
Ceciares E. V. Camp, founder of 
the company and Chairman of its 
Board, “we've tried not to let this 
workman down.” 

So today the National Traffic 
Guard Company, of North Druid 
Hills Road, is finishing off the 
biggest piece of equipment ever 
processed in a Southern steel 
plant. 

It is a 1,500-ton hydraulic press, 
the base of which weighs 100,000 
pounds. ° 

It will be used by a Chicago 
firm to curve and dish heavy steel 
plates. 

Equipment of this proportion 
has always come, heretofore, from 
the Pittsburgh Steel! District and 
the great plants of Ohio. 

Ship propeller shafts weighing 
35.000 pounds, castings for loco- 
motives, hawser piping, ship stem 
frames. deck and hull bolsters, 
cGredge-pump shafts, machinery for 
paper, rubber, oil and other in- 
dustrial factories, agricultural ma- 
chinery—these and numerous 
other things of steel are forged 
and finished in this plant which 
sprawls over three acres. 

“Our steel products,” Camp 
gays. “weigh anywhere from one 
ounce to hundreds of tons.” 

The Company was founded as 
® manufacturer of highway rail 
guards, which are now in use on 
highways throughout the world 
and have saved countless lives by 
preventing wrecks through deflect- 
ing automobiles and trucks on 
curves or at precipices. 

The guards are installed on the 
Pan-American Highway, on boule- 
wards in France, the Canadian 
highways. San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate avenues and on roads in 
every continent except Asia, says 
Camp. He says they haven't been 
able to do anything in Asia as yet 
because Asiatic countries haven't 
gone into road building on a large 
scale 

Camp was the pioneer in the 
highway-cuard rail field. Prior to 
his time. wire netting and wooden 
rails were used as protective 
measures. 

The Company prospered in this 
field. but when war came it was 
forced to branch out into other 
types of manufacture. It was then 
that it went into steel casting and 
fabrication on a big scale. 

It manufactured untold thous- 
ands of 250-pound bombs, armor 
platine for ships, ship chains, pro- 
pellers, frames.

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Mableton School Untit for Humans, 
Citizens Protest toCobbs Board

quate supply of books and other 
equipment to properly teach the 
students, and because the County 
has shown absolutely no interest 
in the condition of the school.” 

More than 250 citizens gave vent 
to their anger Friday night when 
a mass meeting was held in the 
school auditorium to discuss means 
of forcing the County Board of 
Education to remedy the bad con- 
ditions at the school. 

After hearing speakers deplore 
conditions as “worse than a hog 
pen,” the local citizenry tossed 
Roberts “Rules of Order” 
winds and took over the meeting 
from the floor.

The Voice 


Of America Lives 


From Warsaw, Poland, the other day, Con- 

gressman Mundt said that his colleagues on the 

i committee investigating the advisability, or neces- 

sity, of this country maintaining “The Voice of America” foreign 

broadcasts and associated cultural activities, had changed their 
minds. 

First-hand observations had convinced them, he said, that it is 
necessary for this country to tell the world the facts about this 
country and its policies. 

After having done a patient and persistent job of keeping the 
“Voice” alive, in the face of narrow partisanship and, I believe, a 
great deal of genuine misinformation, William Benton, Assistant 
Secretary of State, has resigned. He somehow kept the program 
alive in the face of the most determined opposition from the more 
provincial rhembers of Congress. Now that all agree, the Secre- 
tary of State and the President, plus the Republicans who sup- 
ported his office, that he has laid a sound foundation and that the 
next Congress will establish the full program, he has stepped down 
to resume work in other fields. 


Success One of America’s most successful young men, a self- 

made millionaire at the age of 30 through his own 
genius and administrative ability in advertising, he served at great 
personal cost and not a little physical wear and tear. But he never 
once let his really unusual sense of balance and perspective leave 
him. Another man would have quit, but he saw it through in the 
best tradition. The work must go forward and it would have died 
and been irretrievably lost had it not been for Benton. 

The Atlanta Constitution was one of the few newspapers in 
America which from the beginning saw what the visiting Congress- 
men now are seeing and admitting—that unfortunately no other 
agency save the Government can penetrate to those regions where 
no news agency is allowed and that the voice of this country must 
reach them. I have always been proud of the fact that the pub- 
lisher of this newspaper encouraged me to serve on committees 
and to do volunteer, non-paid work in Washington in behalf of 
the committee which worked with Benton to save the Voice of 


America. 

I liked, naturally, what the New York Times had to 
Comment say, editorially, in commenting on the Benton resig- 
nation. After commending him for his splendid accomplishment, 
the Times said: 

“Criticism of the “Voice” and the program in general, while 
sometimes deserved, was due in large part to our traditional repug- 
nance to government propaganda in any form in peace time. To 
Americans there has always been something suspicious and self- 
defeating in ‘official information.’ Unfortunately we live in a 
world where large areas are cut off from the ordinary means of 
communication. To penetrate into those walled compounds, and 
to counteract as far as we can the spread of doctored news, false 
testimony and widespread anti-American propaganda—all offi- 
cially disseminated—the American Government has to use infor- 
mation as an instrument of foreign policy. 

“The opposition to the “Voice” was also due to the shortsighted- 
ness of Congress. Congressman Mundt announced a few days ago 
in Warsaw that his colleagues on the Congressional Investigating 
Committee had changed their minds during their visit to Europe 
about the necessity of telling the world the facts about the United 
States and its policies. Such first-hand observations, together with 
the course of events, have vindicated Mr. Benton’s contention, 
strongly supported by Mr. Marshall, that the foreign broadcasts 
should be extended rather than cut. 

“Mr. Benton will continue as a special consultant to the Secre- 
tary on matters connected with the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization, of which he is the moving 
spirit, internationally, and in promoting popular interest in its aims 
in this country. Thus his experience will be to some degree avail- 
able, which is more than can be said for other retired officers of 
the State Department. Except for William Clayton, Undersecre- 
tary of State for Economic Affairs, Mr. Benton, after two years’ 
tenure, has served longer than any of the top officials in the De- 
partment. This is sadly symptomatic of the lack of continuity 
which distinguishes all branches of the public service, and weak- 
ens it at a time when we need all the knowledge and experience 
we can muster.” 


. : We are a provincial people for the reason that the 
Provincial culture and the customs of every people grow out 
of their history. We are provincial because of our historic geo- 
graphical isolation in the happy days, beyond recall, before the 
days of the airplane, of guided missiles, of jet propulsion and of 
atomic energy. 

Much of the opposition to the programs stemmed from this 
provincialism. It is noteworthy that every member of Congress 
who has been abroad and sean the true facts, comes back con- 
vinced of the necessity for the program. One of the unfortunate 
developments of the struggle to retain this vital service was the 
failure of the Associated Press and United Press to recognize that 
the Voice of America had to reach where no news agency could 
hope to reach. Even in countries where legitimate and uncolored 
news agency reports were being honestly laid down, there were 
editors who twisted and distorted it to improper uses. The per- 
sistent refusal to accept the fact there were regions cut off from 
all ordinary means of communication and that information coun- 
teracting distorted news had to be used, as the Times properly says, 
as an instrument of foreign policy, was but one of the provincial 
outlooks which had to be overcome. International News Service 
went along from the beginning. 

As the Russian radio steps up its foreign broadcasts to South 
America and dins into the Balkans distorted news and false accusa- 
tions, it becomes more and more obvious that William Benton, retir- 
ing Assistant Secretary of State, has made to his country one of 
the most valuable contributions of the postwar period... by keep- 
ing alive the. Voice of America when uninformed, provincial men, 
however sincere, sought to kill it, or, most preposterously, to see in 
it some threat to a free press. The voice was, and is, itself the 


voice of a free press.

Memorial to Eugene Talmadge 


Rising above all considerations of partisan politics, Gov. M. E, 
Thompson set aside last Tuesday for the observance of the sixty- 
fourth birthday of the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge. The day was 
made the occasion for many celebrations throughout the State and 


at some of them collections were taken for the erection of a monu- 
ment to Gov. Talmadge on the grounds of the State Capitol. In 
other places there were simple tributes to the memory of the man 
who had been four times elected Governor of the State. 


At one of these dinners announcement was made by Chairman 
Zack Cravey, of the Memorial Committee, that $60,000 had been 
subscribed towards the total of $87,000, which was set as a goal. 
Mr. Cravey expressed confidence that the remainder of the fund 
would be raised in a short time. 


When this movement was first initiated The Telegraph 
undertook to\make it clear that it cordially indorsed the 
general idea of perpetuating the memory of a man who unquestion- 
ably was held in warm esteem by large numbers of Georgians, as 
evidenced by the number of times he had been elected to office. 


At the same time, in the spirit of absolute friendliness, we un- 
dertook to point out that the Capitol grounds in Atlanta do not lend 
themselves to the development of an outdoor Hall of Fame. 

It ‘s true that already there are on the Capitol grounds statues 
of Gen. John B. Gordon, one of the heroes of the Confederacy, and 
a monument to Thomas E. Watson, who commanded a large and 


enthusiastic following during his political career. 

Mistake ‘We expressed the view, however, that it was probably 
a mistake to have erected these memorials on the 

Capitol grounds, and in any event we could not go on indefinitely 

erecting monuments on this limited space. We ventured the sug- 

gestion that the late Gov. Talmadge himself probably wouid have 

preferred the creation of an endowment fund for the purpose of 


sending to the State University worthy young men who were un- 
able to supply the funds for such an education. 


Perhaps some other torm of contribution to the 
Alternative general welfare would be even preferable to this, 
but at all events, we still believe that there are many ways in 
which the memory of Gov. Talmadge could be preserved in endur- 
ing form without erecting another monument within the limited 
space of the Capitoi grounds in Atlanta. 

It is gratifying to The Telegraph, as it is to Mr. Talmadge’s 
thousands of friends throughout the State, that the desired goal of 
$87,000 is about to be reached, but in the meantime we trust that 
members of the committee having this matter in charge will give 
renewed consideration to the idea of creating a Talmadge memorial 
along other useful lines.
